Hot-bed Outside Window 
Warmed by Basement Heat

Most economical of hot-beds, and 
perhaps the most convenient, is pos­ 
sible for any home that has a base­ 
m ent window facing south. In front 
of this a miniature greenhouse can 
be constructed, where plants can 
be given an early start in the spring, 
with plenty of sunlight, plus warmth 
from the basement, which usually 
has plenty to spare. 
Uses for such a hot-bed can be 
found the year around; and the cost 
of construction is small, especially 
if you build it yourself from the com­ 
plete working drawing which ac­ 
companies this discussion. Dimen­ 
sions in the drawing provide for a 
fram e covered with two standard 
3 x 6 sash; but these can easily be 
changed to fit any size sash you pre­ 
fer to use. 
Start by making an excavation in 
front of the window about a foot 
deep. Its area must be figured care­ 
fully, so that it will hold a frame 
fitted to your sash. As in the case 
of other hot-beds, a plastic substi­ 
tute for glass may be used if pre-

Build a frame to fit in the exca­ 
vation. The sides must slant sharp- J 
ly from a point above the window, 
almost to the ground. Fit the sash 
on this frame, using hinges at the 
top so the sash may easily be raised 
for 
ventilation. 
Earth may be 
banked around the frame to keep 
out the cold,; and the sides should 
be as tight as possible to keep out 
the wind. 
The frame should be 
caulked where it joins the founda­ 
tion to prevent drafts. 
Heat is supplied to this bed by 
opening the basement window. The 
window is left open at night, and 
may often be closed during the day, 
when the sun is shining. Hotbeds of 
this type have been tried and tested, 
and although they do not maintain 
temperatures as high as other kinds 
the heat will be more even, and the 
ventilation much better. 
The main things to watch are 
temperature and drafts. Ventilation 
is necessary on warm days, and for 
very short periods on cooler days.

They say presence of the 
chemical in milk would be con­ 
trary to the food, drug and cos­ 
m etic act. 
The entomologists

mend methoxychlor, another effec­ 
tive insecticide, be substituted for 
DDT to control 
insect 
pests 
on 
dairy cows. 
Federal entomologists make no 
change in their recommendations 
for the use of DDT in controlling 
insect pests on other livestock, in­ 
cluding beef cattle. 
The departm ent’s entomologists, 
chemists and veterinarians, coop­ 
erating in the investigation of the 
toxicology of DDT and other in­ 
secticides, say the application of 
DDT directly to milk cows for con­ 
trolling insects results in the pres­ 
ence of small quantities of the in­ 
secticide in the milk. They say al­ 
so that DDT in sm all quantities 
can be detected sometim es in milk 
fbllowing ordinary use of the in­ 
secticide for fly control in dairy 
barns. 
The bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine 
has 
repeatedly 
cautioned that forage treated with 
DDT and other chlorinated hydro­ 
carbon insecticides should not be 
fed to dairy animals or to live­ 
stock being finished for slaughter. 
A number of new insecticides are 
under investigation by federal en­ 
tomologists for controlling insects 
on cows and in 
dairy 
establish­ 
ments.

The leaves on com plant* tell 
whether the crop is well fed or 
starved. That can m ake a lot of 
difference at the harvest. For only 
well fed com can produce high 
yields, well filled kernels and good 
quality ears. 
Growers should take a little tim e 
to examine those 
corn leaves in 
the field. Healthy, well fed com is 
a deep, dark green. 
Any other 
color spells trouble. It means that 
the com plant is starving for one 
or more of the three plant nutri­ 
ents—nitrogen, phosphate or pot­ 
ash. 
Figure I in the illustration shows 
a typical case of nitrogen hunger. 
The signs show first at the tip then 
spread to the midrib of the lower 
leaves. The middle of the leaf turns 
yellow and dies. 
Figure 2 illustrates potash star­ 
vation. It shows on the tips and 
edges of the leaves. These turn yel­ 
low and later look scorched. Cora 
hungry for potash has weak roots 
and stalks. It lodges easily. Potash 
starvation signs can appear at any 
stage of the eom 's growth.

Others tell us that 
faith is belief in a series of doc­ 
trines. 
Let the reader search the 
New Testament and see if he 
can find there anything about 
faith in a creed. 
Sometimes 
this notion takes another form 
—that faith originally was a 
belief that Jesus’ beliefs were 
true; 
in 
other 
words, 
that 
faith Is accepting the “religion 
of Jesus.” 
Now the church from the begin­ 
ning believed that Jesus’ thoughts 
were true thoughts; but faith was 
never a simple second-hand ac­ 
ceptance of any one’s creed, not 
even that of Jesus. The faith we 
find in the New Testament is none 
of these things. Still less is it faith 
in the saints, in Mary, or in an 
“infallible” church.

HE FAITH that broke out in 
glorious light in those early 
days of the church, and has con­ 
tinued shining down through the 
centuries, was not belief about any­ 
thing or anybody, it was belief IN

a simply astonishing 
variety of ways in which he is 
spoken of in the New Testament. 
He is Son of Man, he is teacher 
and healer, he is the first-born of 
many brothers; he is Priest and 
Sacrifice, he is the Propitiation, the 
Reconciler of men to God; he is 
M aster and Lord, he is the Word— 
that is, what God has to say to us; 
he is the Son of God, he sits on the 
throne of the universe,

judge every man. 
To put it quite bluntly, the church 
believed (and still believes) in a 
supernatural Christ and not only 
in a human Jesus. They believed 
in him as a teacher, as the Teacher 
indeed; 
but not merely 
as one 
whose teachings had been inter­ 
rupted by an untimely death. They 
did not “play down” his death, on 
the contrary they played it up. 
Christ crucified for us is al­ 
ways strongly in their minds. 
But they were far from leaving 
him as it were on a crucifix. 
Any form of Christianity that 
thinks of Jesus chiefly as a Christ­ 
mas baby; or a starry-eyed ideal­ 
ist; or as a pathetic figure hanging 
on a crucifix is a perversion of 
New Testament ways of thought. 
Everywhere in the center is the 
Christ who “was dead and is alive 
forevermore.”

Com Cribs Ease 
Storage Problem 
Temporary Types Serve 
In Many Farm Areas 


Much of the 1948 corn crop Is 
still on the farm , filling many of 
the storage buildings which should 
be used for the 1949 crop. 
Tem porary 
or 
semi-permanent 
storage buildings are the answer if 
you lack space or money to build 
perm anent cribs. These tem porary- 
type cribs in some cases are good 
enough to m eet requirem ents for 
government loans. 
Here are |om e tips on building 
good, strong tem porary cribs, as 
suggested by Successful Farm ing 
m agazine: 
1. Locate the crib on a well- 
drained site with exposure to pre­ 
vailing winds. 
2. Put a floor under the com to 


Correct attention to proper 
corn storing methods will help 
assure the farm er of excellent 
sowr-and-litter results such as 
are pictured here. 


keep it off the ground. A heavy, 
waterproof paper or roll roofing 
m ight be sufficient on high, well- 
drained soil. A strong, level floor, 
six to 12 inches above the ground, 
protects 
the 
corn 
against 
soil 
moisture, permits ventilation and 
discourages rodents. 
Masonry blocks laid face down 
form a good foundation for the 
plank floor of a tem porary crib. 
Hails, ties, logs or heavy tim bers 
can be used instead of concrete 
blocks. If two-inch flooring is used, 
supports should not be more than 
four feet apart if the corn is to be 
IO to 12 feet deep. If one-inch floor­ 
ing is used, the supports should not 
be more than 24 inches apart. Floor 
planks should be placed one inch 
ap art if you want a slatted floor 
for ventilation or artificial drying. 
S. Make the crib sides vertical 
and build them so they will stay 
vertical. Be sure the sides are 
strong 
enough to withstand the 
pressure of the corn. Use rigid 
braces for the sidewalls and ends. 
4. Make crib sides with at least 
20 per cent of the wall area open 
for ventilation to speed up the corn 
drying process. 
5. Put a roof over the com that 
will withstand w ater and wind. 


Earthworm Helpers 


Earthworms thrive and prosper 
under good soil managem ent. They 
will do a better soil conditioning 
job when fertilizer is added to the 
soiL And fertilizer is always m ore 
efficient when worms are present. 
U. S. department of agriculture 
research has dem onstrated that in 
tests made at the Beltsville, Md., 
experiment station. These research 
m en found that adding fertilizer 
boosted hay yields the equivalent 
of .52 tons per acre on soil con­ 
taining 
worms. 
Without 
earth­ 
worms, the yield increase due to 
fertilizer averaged .28 tons. 
The research men found other 
evidence that earthworm s prosper 
under good soil m anagem ent. They 
m ade an earthworm census in ro- 
I tation 
plot 
experiments. 
They 
counted five times as m any earth- 
\ worm s per acre in a soil cropped 
to a three-year rotation of row 
crops, small grains and hay, as 
they found in soil under constant 
row cropping. 


Heel Flies Ofttimes Cause 
Much Discomfort to Cattle 
If your cattle high-tail across the 
pasture as if they were running for \ 
their lives, there’s a good chance 
that heel flies are 
causing the 
trouble. 
The same is often true 
when cattle spend their tim e stand- 
in# in a pond or creek.. 
Dr. N. D. Levine, parasite spe­ 
cialist with the University of Illi­ 
nois, says the heel fly doesn’t bite. 
But it does scare the cows, causing 
them to lose weight.
